Comprehensive Report of

Crime In Huck* county during 
the year of 1952 cost the taxpayer* 
of the county approximately $100,- 


000. 
A comprehensive report of the 
business handled by the office of 
the Clerk of Quarter Sessions Court 
of Hucks County, shows clearly 
that immediate Increases of office 
space is necessary, and that many 
of

should be amended. 
Deputy Clerk of Quarter Sessions 
Court, W alter Schroeder. who has 
conducted that office efficiently 
for a number of years, has com­ 
pleted a report of the past year’s 
activities.

Jan. 22 — Tully­ 
town Borough Council met in spe­ 
cial session last night In the tire 
station. The budget was tentatively 
adopted and carries a tax rate of 
six mills.
